Both sides apparently have 
been disappointed by develop­ 
ments in Medan, which went 
over to the rebels nine days 
ago after the town garrison 
mutinied, then was recaptured 
by the loyalists. 
The outbreak in Medan cost 
Jakarta money, time and troops 
which could have been used to 
invade rebel hotbeds in central 
Sumatra. Many of the loyalists 
are still tied up at Medan. 
For the rebels, any civil war 
was better than none, but they

Romain Gary used symbol­ 
ism in writing “ The Roots of 
Heaven,” I’ve always been sus­ 


picious of an author who deals 
in symbols. Did he figure all 
this out first, or, did he write 
the book then, while reading 
the 
galiey-proof, 
d e c i d e , 
“ Sounds pretty good; 
there 
must be a message in it.” 
M. Gary tells us that his 
book all about elephant hunt­ 
ing, it actually has nothing to 
do with elephants; it’s concern­ 
ed with the non-conformists, 
who, like elephants, are rapidly 
losing their place in the world 
and are doomed to extinction. 
We must be sure, he says, that 
non-conformists 
do 
not 
get 
crowded out of our society. 
It’s my opinion that M. Gary 
missed the wagon train and is 
clomping around the prairie all 
by himself. His cry should be, 
“ Reserve a place for non-con­ 
formists!” It should be, “ You 
non-conformists must stop con­ 
forming!" 
The role of a non-conform­ 
ist is an exacting one and peo­ 
ple are simply giving it up. Fa­ 
ther tried being a non-con­ 
formist but quit when he dis­ 
covered how many conformities 
are necessary to properly non­ 
conform. It’s just not worth the 
effort. 
You 
must be seen ;n 
the wrong places, with socially 
unacceptable 
persons, 
doing 
bizarre, ridiculous things con­ 
stantly. Be caught just once 
doing the expected, acceptable 
thing and bingo, there goes 
your reputation as a non-con­ 
formist. M. Gary is definitely 
on the wrong track. 
Now that the winter rains 
are over, and we have th e 
spring rains, I’m going to curl 
up with some of these books. 
Do you suppose that luncheon 
was a scheme to increase book 
sales?

How Much Disarmament Can 


Economy Of United States Stand? 


WASHINGTON 
— J ust 
how much disarmament can 
this country ’ stand when the 
gov ernment 
is 
anx ious 
to 
shoot the economy upwards, 
and keep it there, and big de­ 
fense spending means jobs 
and profits? 
It’s an unpleasant but real­ 
istic question which hov ers 
ov er the prospects for a dis­ 
armament 
agreement 
with 
the Sov iets. Almost 40 billion 
dollars—of this y ear's record 
peacetime budget of almost 
7 4 billion—is for defense. 
It's not hard to imagine 
what a big slash in defense 
spending could do, particu­ 
larly in this recession period 
when the gov ernment is try ­ 
ing to strengthen the econo­ 
my to stimulate employ ment 
and production. 


THE SOVIETS hav e repeat­ 
edly charged that prosperity 
under capitalism is artificial 
and based on war spending or 
war preparations. 
Since the Communists com­ 
pletely control their economy 
and manpower, it is possible 
they might be able to chop 
down their own huge defense 
spending and stay on an ev en 
keel. They still hav e to show 
they can. 
But the Republicans hav e 
also complained of the arti­ 
ficiality of American prosper­ 
ity — under the Democrats. 
The latter were in charge be­ 
fore. during and after World 
War II and before and during 
the Korean War. 
In 
their 
19 52 
campaign 
platform the Republicans said 
of 
the 
Democrats: 
“ They 
claim prosperity , but the ap­ 
pearance of economic health 
is created by war ex pendi­ 
tures, 
waste 
and 
ex trav a­ 
gance, planned emergencies 
and war crises.” 


THEY 
TOOK 
ANOTHER 
:rack at the Democrats along 
the same lines in 19 56. The 
fact is. the American etonomv 
has not stood on its own feet 
since the depression day s of 
the early 19 30s. 


First, there were the big 
New Deal spending programs 
to get out of the depression. 
They didn't quite make it. 
There were still almost 10 
million unemploy ed when de­ 
fense spending began in 19 39 . 
At the peak of the war ef­ 
fort — in 19 44 — unemploy ­ 
ment had dropped to an an­ 
nual av erage of 67 0.000 when 
almost 12 million men and 
women were in uniform. 
The war created a gigantic, 
pent-up demand for goods and 
serv ices. And the economy 
boomed after the war but 
then started to slide in 19 49 . 
Came the Korean War of 19 50 
and the economy soared up 
again. 
It slid again in 19 54 but the 
country , 
while 
maintaining 
peace although putting huge 
sums into defense, righted it­ 
self and went up to new peaks 
of prosperity . 
Now it's in another slide 
ev en though the gov ernment 
is planning record peacetime 
spending for 
defense 
nex t 
y ear.

State Unemployment Not As Bad 


As It Was In February, 1950 


SACRAMENTO <CNS>—AI- 
most 
any 
election y ear is 
enough 
to 
bring 
out 
the 
“ band-wagon” proposals, and 
the y ear 19 58 appears to be 
no ex ception. 
While there admittedly has 
been something of a recession 
in business and the federal 
gov ernment is attempting to 
“ prime the pump” through a 
series of activ ities tending 
tojv ard 
less 
restriction 
on 
money , things hav e been, and 
could get a lot worse. 


THEREFORE, IT DOES not 
appear feasible at the present 
time to consider lengthy ex ­ 
tensions of unemploy ment in­ 
surance 
pay ments, 
as 
has 
been considered in Washing­ 
ton. D. C. President Eisenhow­ 
er called sev eral gov ernors, 
including Gov . 
Goodwin J. 
Knight, to the nation's capitol 
to discuss the problem with 
them. 
While the economic situa­ 
tion may be much more cru­ 
cial in some of the states oth­ 
er than California, the unem­ 
ploy ment as tabulated by the 
State Department Of Employ ­ 
ment in this state, is not as 
bad percentagewise as it was 
in 19 50. 


DURING 
19 50, 
11.7 
per 
cent of California's total labor 
force was listed as unemploy ­ 
ed by the Department, during 
the month of February . In 
February of this y ear, only 
7 .7 per cent of the labor force, 
the department said, is unem­ 
ploy ed. Thus, the state is 4.7 
per cent better off than it was 
in 19 50. 
Actually , there were 449 .- 
000 unemploy ed in California 
during 
February , 
according 
to the Department's statistics. 
While this total is larger than 
it has been for a y ear, it nev ­ 
ertheless cannot be termed an 
“ unusual” t ot al , 
for 
the 
month of February historic­ 
ally is the lowest employ ment 
month of the y ear. 
This i* the month between 


farming activ ities of planting 
and harv est, and in addition, 
many industries curtail activ ­ 
ities 
during 
the 
w i n t e r 
months. 


’IN CALIFORNIA, the pay ­ 
ment of unemploy ment insur­ 
ance benefits to qualified un­ 
employ ed 
ex tends 
for 
26 
weeks. Discussions in Wash­ 
ington between the president 
and the .gov ernors at the con­ 
ference did not resolv e the 
length of the ex tensions to be 
asked, but it can be anticipat­ 
ed little would be accomplish­ 
ed unless the pay ments were 
ex tended 
for 
at 
least 
13 
weeks. This would giv e an un­ 
employ ed 
indiv idual n i n e 
months, instead of six to find 
another job. 


If benefits are ex tended, 
the ev entual pay ment of the 
bill will come out of the pock­ 
ets of California employ ers, 
who now’ pay all of the tax 
which builds up the unem­ 
ploy ment fund. At the present 
time, employ ers pay up to 2.7 
per cent of their pay roll into 
the fund. The one per cent 
paid by employ ees goes into 
the disability insurance fund. 


SOME EMPLOYERS at the 
present time pay nothing into 
the fund, because of good em­ 
ploy ment records. The state 
already is authorized to in­ 
crease all pay ments by em­ 
ploy ers up to the max imum, if 
the fund falls below certain 
lev els. And to date, there ap­ 
pears to be no indication that 
the 
fund 
is 
falling 
below 
these lev els. 


Ex tended 
benefits, 
how­ 
ev er, 
would 
increase 
pay ­ 
ments by nearly a third, and 
in short order deplete the 
fund to the point w’here in­ 
creased tax es would be neces­ 
sary . 


In any ev ent, if the legis­ 
lativ e call is opened to unem­ 
ploy ment 
insurance, a hot 
battle can be ex pected.

Committee 
had 
rejected the 
raise. 
Short said studies showed 
that the state pay is lagging a 
full year behind private indus­ 
try.

“Stage 1” of the civic center 
is to include quarters for the 
board of supervisors, county 
administrator, planning com­ 
mission, public works depart­ 
ment, recorder, assessor, audi­ 
tor, tax collector and county 
counsel and their staffs. 
Whether Wright has placed 
all these in one building or in 
a group of buildings will not 
be known until his sketches are 
displayed. 
In agreeing to the 
deadline set up by the board 
of supervisors for the “Stage 
1” planning, the dean of Amer­ 
ican architects said he would 
present “a building scheme.” 
The supervisors hope to have 
“Stage 1” of the civic center 
at Santa Venetia built by some­ 
time in 1961. By July 1 of that 
year, they expect the county 
to have $2,750,000 to pay for it. 
“Stage 2,” which would in­ 
clude the courthouse, with all 
offices connected with law en­ 
forcement, would come later. 
Also to come later are county 
fair 
buildings, 
a 
recreation 
area, a veterans’ memorial au­ 
ditorium, county corporation 
yard and a heliport. 
A site sketch showing loca­ 
tion of all these facilities, and 
sketches of their architectural 
appearance, are to be displayed 
by Wright tonight, along with 
the “Stage 1” plans.

graveside by her brother, How­ 
ard Taylor, and her physician, 
Dr. Frexford Kennemer. 
Todd's 
older brother, Carl 
Goldbogen, 61, a Long Beach 
taxi driver, started screaming 
when 
the 
party entered the 
cemetery. 
Carl, who had been estrang­ 
ed from his brother Mike since 
1938, objected to the presence 
of Richard Hanley, Todd’s ex­ 
ecutive secretary at the family 
gathering. 
When others tried to quiet 
him, he shouted: 
“Throw me out. I dare you 
to throw me out. I will not be 
here 
while 
Hanley is her. I 
know I’m only poor Carl.” 
Finally, 
his brother, Frank, 
talked quietly and earnestly to 
him and he replied, “I’ll do it 
for you, Frank.” 
The Todd mourners had tak­ 
en special precautions to avoid 
the hoopla upon which the col- 
.orful showman thrived during 
his lifetime. 
Fearful 
that 
the 
curious 
might throng Waldheim Ceme­ 
tery in suburban Forest Park 
for a glimpse of the beautiful 
widow, the family advanced by 
more than an hour the grave­ 
side service scheduled origi­ 
nally for 2 p.m. 
At that hour Todd’s many 
show business friends had ar­ 
ranged to gather in Temple Is­ 
rael in Hollywood for a memor­ 
ial service to him. 
A bright sun shone on the 
plot in Waldheim where Todd’s 
father, Rabbi Chaim Goldbog­ 
en, lies. Only the family and a 
few intimate friends were ad- 


mitted to the simple rites of 
the Jewish faith. 
There was no formal proces­ 
sion to the cemetery. 


Miss Taylor, Todd’s son by 
his first marriage, Mike Jr., 
and other relatives slipped out 
a side door of the Drake Hotel 
where a throng of spectators 
had. gathered in the lobby ap­ 
parently to see Miss Taylor. 


The actress and others went 
by limousine to Waldheim. 
The hearse, followed by a 
single 
flower 
car, 
traveled 
through Chicago’s West Side 
where the showman, born Av- 
ram Goldbogen, spent his earl­ 
ier years and dreamed extrava­ 
gant plans he later saw real­ 
ized.

Trustees of the Mill Valley 
School District last night adopt­ 
ed a $964.000 working budget 
for ihe fiscal year 1958*59. an 
increase of $72,000 over the 
current year. 

G. R McConnell noted, 
however, that $44.000 earmark- j 
ed for long-overdue mainten* j 
ance will be available only if 
a 22-eent tax increase is ap­ 
proved by the voters at the 
May 20 election. 
In addition, McConnell ob­ 
served. the adopted budget in* J 
eludes two $12.000 salary boost 1 
items for teachers. One would * 
come from public law 874 if 
it is re-enacted by Congress 
and represents a normal in -, 
crease on a longevity basis for 
district teachers. 
The second 
represents a commitment pre­ 
viously made by the trustees 
to finance an average 3 per 


cent salary increase. 
The trustees took under ad­ 
visement recommendations by 
McConnell on renewal of con­ 
tracts to principals. 
Of the seven principals, Mc­

His cry should be, 
“Reserve a place for non-con­ 
formists!” It should be, “You 
non-conformists must stop con­ 
forming!” 
The role of a non-conform­ 
ist is an exacting one and peo­ 
ple are simply giving it up. Fa­ 
ther tried being a non-con­ 
formist but quit when he dis­ 
covered how many conformities 
are necessary to properly non­ 
conform. It’s just not worth the 
effort. 
You 
must be seen in 
the wrong places, with socially 
unacceptable 
persons, 
doing 
bizarre, ridiculous things con­ 
stantly. Be caught just once 
doing the expected, acceptable 
thing and bingo, there goes 
your reputation as a non-con­ 
formist. M. Gary is definitely 
on the wrong track.

Science Fair Gives The Lie 
To Many School Criticisms 


If you missed the first county-wide 
science fair held at Taraalpais High 
School last week, you really missed 
something 
As the news stones in the Indepen- 
dent-Journal reported, there were ap­ 
proximately 80 displays entered by stu­ 
dents from seventh grade through high 
school. About half the entries came 
from elementary school students and 
half from high school pupils. Parochial 
as well as public schools were repre­ 
sented 
The exhibits, prepared by the stu­ 
dents with encouragement from science 
teachers and or parents, seemingly cov­ 
ered the full range of natural and phy­ 
sical sciences. 
In some instances, the principles dem­ 
onstrated in an eighth-grader s project 
were almost unknown to his parents 
when they took college science courses 
less than two decades ago 


The ccsual visitor at the ‘fair comes 
away not only with the idea that today's 
youngsters must be brighter, but with 
a dramatic reminder of how' rapidly sci­ 
ence has progressed in the past few 
years. Now our teen-age children, and 
even some in their sub teens, are putting 
together apparatus to demonstrate prin­ 
ciples that were known only to the most 
advanced researchers just a few short 
years ago. 
Since the Russians launched Sputnik, 
our education svstem has come in for a 


lot of criticism. To hear some cntics 
you would thmk that children no longer 
are taught the fundamentals any more; 
all they do is play at non-essentials and 
mis behave. 
It is undoubtedly true that in some 
places our educators have gone to an 
extreme m de-emphasizing fundamen­ 
tals Rut the science fair gives the lie to 
any claim that nobody learns anything 
important or valuable 
in 
school any 
more 
And if you are among those who feel 
that all too many school teachers now­ 
adays just put in time to qualify for pay 
checks and no longer take a personal 
interest ia helping youngsters to learn 
—you should have gone to the science 
fair to find out that there still are many 
teachers who go out of the;r way to help 
students individually. 
Each exhibit at the fair had to have a 
sponsor, a science teacher. And it was 
obvious that in most instances the teach­ 
er had to give “overtime” help and guid­ 
ance to the student in the preparation of 
his display. 
Indirectly, the science fair was a trib­ 
ute to our science teachers and to our 
school system. 
We have a suspicion that anybody 
who attended last week's event or one 
of the other fairs that preceded it in 
Mann, will not want to miss the big Bay 
Area Science Fair scheduled next month 
at the Academy of Science in Golden 
Gate Park. 


Oscar Show To Be Better Than Ever 
As movie-goers. we are interested in 
the Oscar awards each year. And this 
year we think the awards program to­ 
morrow evening will be ‘‘better than 
ever.” 
The main reason is that this year the 
movies have decided to advertise them­ 
selves only—not some car dealer. So 
there will be no commercials on the 
hour and a half TV show’. This makes it 
possible for many more film stars to 
participate, so this year s show' should 
be the tops. 
Marin theater goers have seen three 
of the five pictures nominated for the 


best picture award. 
“ Peyton Place,” 
w hich has nine separate nominations in­ 
cluding that for “ best picture.” set a 
new record in the county running at the 
Tamalpais Theater longer and to more 
people than any other picture ever did. 


“ Witness For the Prosecution

Marin screens, although “Sayonara,” 
which is favored to win the Oscar, and

How M uch Disarmament Can 


Economy O f United States Stand? 


WASHINGTON * — Just 
how much disarmament can 
this country’ stand when the 
government 
is 
anxious 
to 
shoot the economy upwards, 
and keep it there, and big de­ 
fense spending means jobs 
and profits? 
It’s an unpleasant but real­ 
istic question which hovers 
over the prospects for a dis­ 
armament 
agreement 
with 
the Soviets. Almost 40 billion 
dollars—of this year’s record 
peacetime budget of almost 
74 billion— is for defense. 
It's not hard to imagine 
what a big slash in defense 
spending could do, particu­ 
larly in this recession period 
when the government is try­ 
ing to strengthen the econo­ 
my to stimulate employment 
and production. 


THE SOVIETS have repeat­ 
edly charged that prosperity 
under capitalism is artificial 
and based on war spending or 
war preparations. 
Since the Communists com­ 
pletely control their economy 
and manpower, it is possible 
they might be able to chop 
down their own huge defense 
spending and stay on an even 
keel. They still have to show 
they can. 
But the Republicans have 
also complained of the arti­ 
ficiality of American prosper­ 
ity — under the Democrats. 
The latter were in charge be­ 
fore, during and after World 
War II and before and during 
the Korean War. 
In 
their 
1952 
campaign 
platform the Republicans said 
of 
the 
Democrats: 
"They 
claim prosperity, but the ap­ 
pearance of economic health 
is created by war expendi­ 
tures, 
waste 
and 
extrava­ 
gance. planned emergencies 
and war crises.’’ 


THEY 
TOOK 
ANOTHER 
.rack at the Democrats along 
the same lines in 1956. The 
fact is. the American econom> 
has not stood on its own feet 
since the depression days of 
the early 1930s. 


First, there were the big 
New Deal spending programs 
to get out of the depression. 
They didn't quite make it. 
There were still almost 10 
million unemployed when de­ 
fense spending began in 1939. 
At the peak of the war ef­ 
fort — in 1944 — unemploy­ 
ment had dropped to an an­ 
nual average of 670,000 when 
almost 12 million men and 
women were in uniform. 
The war created a gigantic, 
pent-up demand for goods and 
services. And the economy 
boomed after the war but 
then started to slide in 1949. 
Came the Korean War of 1950 
and the economy soared up 
again. 
It slid again in 1954 but the 
country, 
while 
maintaining 
peace although putting huge 
sums into defense, righted it­ 
self and went up to new peaks 
of prosperity. 
Now' it's in another slide 
even though the government 
is planning record peacetime 
spending for defense 
next 
year.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Al­ 
most any election year is 
enough 
to 
bring 
out

“ band-wagon” proposals, and 
the year 1958 appears to be 
no exception. 
While there admittedly has 
been something of a recession 
in business and the federal 
government is attempting to 
"prime the pump” through a 
series of activities tending 
tojvard 
less 
restriction 
on 
money, things have been, and 
could get a lot worse. 


THEREFORE, IT DOES not 
appear feasible at the present 
time to consider lengthy ex­ 
tensions of unemployment in­ 
surance 
payments, 
as 
has 
been considered in Washing­ 
ton, D. C. President Eisenhow ­ 
er called several governors, 
including Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight, to the nation’s capitol 
to discuss the problem with 
them. 
While the economic situa­ 
tion may be much more cru­ 
cial in some of the states oth­ 
er than California, the unem­ 
ployment as tabulated by the 
State Department Of Employ­ 
ment in this state, is not as 
bad percentagewise as it was 
in 1950. 


DURING 
1950, 
11.7 
per 
cent of California’s total labor 
force was listed as unemploy­ 
ed by the Department, during 
the month of February. In 
February of this year, only 
7.7 per cent of the labor force, 
the department said, is unem­ 
ployed. Thus, the state is 4.7 
per cent better off than it was 
in 1950. 
Actually, there were 449.- 
000 unemployed in California 
during February, according 
to the Department’s statistics. 
While this total is larger than 
it has been for a year, it nev­ 
ertheless cannot be termed an 
"unusual” t ot al , for the 
month of February historic­ 
ally is the lowest employment 
month of the year. 
This ¡j the month between 


farming activities of planting 
and harvest, and in addition, 
many industries curtail activ­ 
ities during the 
w i n t e r 
months. 


'IN C VLIFORNIA, the pay­ 
ment of unemployment insur­ 
ance benefits to qualified un­ 
employed 
extends 
for 
26 
weeks. Discussions in Wash­ 
ington between the president 
and the governors at the con­ 
ference did not resolve the 
length of the extensions to be 
asked, but it can be anticipat­ 
ed little would be accomplish­ 
ed unless the payments were 
extended 
for 
at 
least 
13 
weeks. This would give an un­ 
employed 
individual n i n e 
months, instead of six to find 
another job. 


If benefits are extended, 
the eventual payment of the 
bill will come out of the pock­ 
ets of California employers, 
who now pay all of the tax 
which builds up the unem­ 
ployment fund. At the present 
time, employers pay up to 2.7 
per cent of their payroll into 
the fund. The one per cent 
paid by employees goes into 
the disability insurance fund. 


SOME EMPLOYERS at the 
present time pay nothing into 
the fund, because of good em­ 
ployment records. The state 
already is authorized to in­ 
crease all payments by em­ 
ployers up to the maximum, if 
the fund falls below certain 
levels. And to date, there ap­ 
pears to be no indication that 
the fund is falling below 
these levels. 


Extended 
benefits, 
how­ 
ever, 
would 
increase 
pay­ 
ments by nearly a third, and 
in short order deplete the 
fund to the point w'here in­ 
creased taxes would be neces­ 
sary. 


In any event, if the legis­ 
lative call is opened to unem­ 
ployment insurance, a hot 
battle can be expected.

Expenses paid or incurred 
in connection with the adop­ 
tion of a child are included 
with medical expenses in fig­ 
uring the medical expense de­ 
duction. 
Adoption expenses include 
any medical or hospital costs 
of the natural mother of the 
adopted child and any welfare 
agency, legal and other fees 
or costs relating to the adop­ 
tion. 
The deduction is limited to 
expenses that exceed 5% of 
your adjusted gross income. 
This is different from the fed­ 
eral. Where you and your wife 
file a joint return you can 
deduct only,the expenses in 
excess of 5% of the adjusted 
gross income of both. 
How­ 
ever if you file a joint return 
or a separate return and either 
you or your wife has reached 
the age of 65 by Dec. 31, 1957 
the medical expenses for both, 
but not adoption expenses or 
medical expenses of a depen­ 
dent, are deductible without 
regard to the 5% limitation. 
The maximum deduction in the 
case of a husband and wife 
who file a joint return or a 


head of a household may not 
exceed $2,500, and in the case 
of all other individuals, $1,250. 
It is always a good idea to 
give the state all the detail pos­ 
sible when taking this deduc­ 
tion. Space is very limited on 
the tax return, and if you have 
much in the way of deductions 
you will run out of room. In 
that case it is a good idea to 
make a separate list of the 
name and date of each pay­ 
ment made, the amount of the 
payment, etc. Attach this list 
to your tax return and mark 
on page two the total amount 
and refer to the list attached. 
Always remember the more 
information you put on your 
return, the less chance you 
have of having to make addi­ 
tional explanations at a later 
date.

As for the play itself, I would 
say it was the sort of thing that 
leaves some viewers with a 
warm glow and leaves others 
feeling just sticky. Swept along 
by some crisp and prickly dia­ 
logue, almost mesmerized by 
the cadences of Irish-English, 
and hammered into submission 
by Miss Harris and Plummer, 
1 found myself leaning toward 
the side of glow.
